ritain is turning a new page in her long 
history. The one constant in our lives 
during the last 70 turbulent years is no 
longer with us. 

So it is understandable to feel cast adrift, a 
little lost, weepy even. You would have to be 
aged in your 80s to remember anything different. 

The Queen was not just our anchor to the 
past but our beacon of the future. Just as the 
world spun ever faster, she never stood still. 

She took the monarchy from an old-fashioned, 
secretive institution little changed since Queen 
Victoria and propelled it into the 21st century...

It wounded the Queen deeply when members 
of her family did not come up to her high 
standards, more painfully so when their failings 
were laid out in the public gaze. 

And of course that did reputational damage 
to an institution funded by a tidy sum of our 
taxes. But you do not have to be a royalist in 
order to be a monarchist. 

Princess Elizabeth committed herself to a 
lifetime of public service when she was 21 and 
once she became Queen at 25 her dedication 
never faltered. Her love for her people, and ours 
for her, never wavered. 

That is the legacy which King Charles must 
now uphold. We are confident that with the 
Queen Consort by his side he will do just that. 

Confident, too, that the new Prince and 
Princess of Wales will ably support them. 

Britain is fortunate to have a non-political 
head of state that brings stability to our 
unwritten constitution. 

It means the monarch is not beholden to any 
political party. It means they are free to act solely 
in the interests of the nation and its people. 

It means those who defend us are crown 
servants, not civil servants. They owe their 
allegiance to the monarch, not the Government. 

That is why James Bond gallivanted round 
the world on Her Majesty's Secret Service. Why 
our Navy, Air Force and Army units carry the 
word Royal in their titles. 

It acts as a check on any government tempted 
to go doolally. 

It is nearly 500 years since this King’s name- 
sake had his head chopped off, but that flirtation 
with republicanism was short lived. 

There have been 15 sovereigns since, and 
yesterdays smooth accession shows that the 
monarchy is here to stay. 

This newspaper has, on occasion, been critical 
of members of the Royal Family. But that does 
not make the Sunday Mirror any less of a loyal 
subject to His Majesty.

THE Queen will today begin her final 
journey as her coffin travels to 
Edinburgh before being flown to London 
ahead of her state funeral. 

Thousands are expected to queue through 
the night to pay their last respects. 

The plans were unveiled as it was revealed 
last night that Queen Elizabeth's state funeral 
will be held on Monday next week - which 
has also been declared a bank holiday. 

Six gatekeepers who had “a personal rela- 
tionship” with the monarch will this morning 
carry her oak coffin from the Ballroom at 
Balmoral Castle, where she died, to a hearse 
for a journey of just over 100 miles. 

This afternoon she will be received at the 
Palace of Holyroodhouse in Edinburgh - the 
monarchs official Scottish residence - by 
a Guard of Honour formed by The Royal 
Regiment of Scotland. 

The journey, normally around two hours, 
will take three times as long to allow well-

At the end of 1952, in a remarkable 
speech that would come to charac- 
terise her forward-thinking reign, 
the young Queen asked everyone of 
whatever religion to pray for her on 
the day of her Coronation in June 1953. 

What made it more remarkable was 
that she was becoming the CEO of 
Great Britain at a time when the 
world was run by men. 

In the first few years she struggled 
to find her voice in a world where very 
few women were in positions of any 
significance. 

Women had been overlooked for 
a long time and were second-class 
citizens, even after all their contribu- 
tions to the Second World War effort.

The new Queen was rather nervous 
when she first met Winston Churchill. 

He was her first Prime Minister and 
their relationship was tricky at the 
beginning, although it developed into 
a fond friendship. 

Churchill was downcast when he 
heard of King George VI's death in 
1952, apparently dismissing the 
Queen as “nothing but a slip of a girl”. 

But her work in the Second World 
War had shown she was nothing of 
the sort - despite objections from 
her parents, she had enlisted in the 
Auxiliary Territorial Service and even 
served as a truck mechanic. 

Time and again she continued to 
break protocol and defy convention. 

Knowing the importance of using 
modern methods to get closer to her 
people, she insisted that her Corona- 
tion was televised, despite objections 
from Churchill.

The Queen evolved throughout her 
reign, contributing to the cost of 
repairing Windsor Castle after the fire 
of 1992 by opening part of Buck- 
ingham Palace to the public for the 
first time, and the following year 
volunteering to make her personal 


income taxable. In 2011, in one of the 
most significant moments of her rule, 
she became the first British monarch 
to visit Ireland in 100 years. 

During the four-day visit, not only 
did she lay a wreath and bow her 
head in Dublin’s Garden of Remem- 
brance to pay tribute to the rebels 
who rose up against British rule in 
1916, she even spoke Irish in an 
address to a state banquet. 

A year later, she came face-to-face 
for the first time with former IRA 
commander Martin McGuinness. 

In a profound gesture of peace and 
progress, she shook his hand warmly, 
and with a smile, a sign of reconcilia- 
tion after decades of bloody conflict. 

In one of the most challenging 
moments of her rule, criticised for not 
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addressing the public or returning to 
London after Dianas death in 1997, 
she showed her ability to read her 
public and adapt with decency and 
decorum. Despite having been 
brought up in an age and environ- 
ment in which it was not the done 
thing to show emotion, she acknowl- 
edged the national outpouring of grief 
and shared her own in an unprece- 
dented address “from my heart”. 
One of the biggest changes she 
made was in 2011, when sons and 
daughters of any future UK monarch 
were given an equal right to the 
throne - breaking over 300 years of 
succession laws. The Royal Marriages 
Act also ended a position where every 
descendant of George II was legally 
required to seek the consent of the

It's interesting that every younger

NOTHING angered the Queen 
more than being drawn into the 
world of politics. 

So when she looked through her 
newspapers on the morning of 
March 9, 2016, she was apoplectic 
to be greeted by the headline: 
“Queen Backs Brexit”. 

Former Deputy PM Nick Clegg 
pointed the finger at Michael Gove 
as the source for the leak following 
a Buckingham Palace reception - 
and Gove never quite denied it. 

But the Queen was furious with 
both - it is a rigid rule politicians 
should never reveal their private 
conversations with the monarch. 

David Cameron had to apologise 
after he was overheard saying she 
“purred down the line” when he 
phoned to tell her Scotland voted 
against independence in 2014. 

But it was the one-to-one weekly 
Tuesday audiences with the Queen 
that Prime Ministers came to look 
forward to and value. 


GOSSIP 


Theresa May told Radio 4: “It 
was the one meeting a PM went 
into knowing it would not be 
leaked afterwards.’ And ex-Tory 
PM Sir John Major recalled “a great 
deal of humour and gossip - one 
of the better parts of a PM’s week”. 

In her 70-year reign the Queen 
rarely missed these weekly chats.

She was an accomplished mimic, 
delighting her family with impressions 
of them. Her take-off of Gordon 
Brown's Scottish accent was said to be 
particularly good. Mrs May revealed: 
“She was an acute judge of people and 
able to give pen portraits of those she 
met. There was often a twinkle in her 
eye and then that wonderful smile’ 

And as her reign rolled on PMs came 
to respect her anchor to the past while 
embracing the future with its 24-hour 
TV news and social media.

IT already costs £450 a month to run lifesaving 
equipment for Callie Aspley, 14 - and the bills are 
set to go up at least £130 under the new price cap. 

Callie has rhizomelic chondrodysplasia punctata, 
a severe form of dwarfism, and dad Dan, 44, is a 
full-time carer, while mum Marie works. 

The teenager cannot speak, is tube-fed and relies 
on a ventilator 22 hours a day to stay alive. Oxygen 
concentrators and SATs monitors are on 24/7. 

Dan, of Tamworth, Staffs, says: “It's impossible. If 
we turn it off, she dies. But we don't know how we 
will pay for it. Our energy costs are so much higher 
than an ‘average’ family and a big chunk is paying 
for Callie’s electrical equipment. Her disability is 
life-limiting and now we have extra 
anxiety about paying for her 
equipment. It's too much.” 

Cruelly, even Callie's 
favourite activities add 
to the burden. 

Dan adds: “Callie's 
focus is really limited. 
We have Christmas 
lights up all year as she 
loves them. She also loves 
to focus on sensory lights. 

“She loves drinking hot chocolate. These are 
small things but bring so much joy to her. We're now 
worried we may no longer be able to provide them.” 

The Aspleys have made savings. They moved in 
with Dan's mum, don't run a car and haven't bought 
new clothes in months.

LUCKY ONES Family arrive with teddies

A UKRAINE war aid worker fears 
Britain is turning its back on 
refugee families as the conflict 
enters its 200th day tomorrow. 
Sally Becker revealed she faced a 
mountain of red tape on her latest 
mercy mission to bring orphans here. 
The humanitarian campaigner, 
nicknamed the Angel of Mostar for 
her work helping hundreds escape 
the Bosnian War in the 1990s, said: 
“The Government seems to have 
changed its stance. There are enor- 
mous problems with bureaucracy. 
Sally, 59, says she managed to 4 
evacuate 164 refugees in May — but in i 
the four months since she has gained 
entry to Britain for fewer than 60. 
Many simply chose to return home 
after getting sick in overcrowded 
refugee camps in Poland while 
awaiting UK visas. 


PROBLEMS 


Back in March Sally rescued 54 
orphans and said the Government 
did everything possible. She revealed: 
“The embassy delivered the visas to 
me by hand and Virgin Atlantic flew 
the children to Britain on an airbus 
they brought to Poland. 

“But this time it was different. I 
brought the group of orphans to 
Poland and suddenly we were being 
told they had nowhere to go. I had to 
learn as I went along, encountering 
enormous problems with red tape” 

She was in Ukraine demo- 
nstrating her charity Save 
a Child’s app - which 
connects paediatric 
specialists with front- 
line doctors - when 
she was asked to evac- 
uate orphans from 
Dnipro. Her team

ski resort of Nendaz were beckoning. 

It is part of the 4 Vallees ski area, the 
largest in Switzerland with 400km of 
pistes stretching from small, quiet 
Thyon at the eastern end to the 
cosmopolitan chic of Verbier at the 
western end. 

The best view of it, and a great deal 
more of the Alps, is from Mont Fort, 
the resort's highest peak at 3,330 
metres. At the top of the cable car 
there's a viewing platform where you 
feel on top of the world with the 
distinctive Matterhorn in one direction 
and Mont Blanc in another. On the 
valley floor a long way below is the 
regional capital Sion, with the River 
Rhone flowing through it. 

You can ski down from the top of 
Mont Fort but it’s one of the area's 
steepest runs and with no fresh snow, 
the large moguls (bumps) were 
glistening with ice. 

We sensibly took the cable car back 
down to the Black Tap restaurant, 
which serves excellent craft burgers. 

You don't have to be an expert to 
enjoy the 4 Vallees. There are blue 
slopes for beginners and improvers 
around neighbouring Veysonnaz and 
Thyon, slightly more red slopes for 
intermediate-level skiers and a decent 
number of black graded slopes for the 
experts around Nendaz and Verbier. 

Many have the latest snowmaking 
equipment so in these days of climate 
change and unpredictable conditions, 
there is still good quality skiing to be 
had. 

For skiers and boarders looking for 
off-piste thrills, Verbier is famous and 
there are free ride routes marked 
across the 4 Vallees. We made our way 
down one of them, the Chassoure- 
Tortin, along steep and bumpy run. 

There were tumbles and protesting 
limbs... but a great sense of achieve- 
ment and the respect of ski guide Ami, 
who coaxed everyone down safely. 

Those aching muscles were soothed 
in the impressive spa at our four-star 
hotel, with its outdoor heated pool, 
sauna, Jacuzzi and steam rooms. 

There was still time for a beer and an 
Aperol spritz just down the road at the 
bar, where a DJ whipped up the 
apres-ski crowd with vintage mixes. 

Dinner was at Les Etagnes, a 
restaurant opposite the hotel, offering 
chicken or prawn Thai curry, rack of 
lamb, and beef fillet among its main 
courses, with a veggie or vegan curry 
option on request. Starters were £11 
with mains from £25-£35. A dessert 
treat was Sgroppino, an Italian cocktail 
with vodka, lemon sorbet, prosecco 
and limoncello... not as alcoholic as it 
sounds but really delicious (£9).

The neighbouring resort of 
Veysonnaz was the next stage of 
our Ski Safari package, an option 
offered by 4 Vallees where you can 
split your stay between resorts. 

While we hit the ski 
lifts, our luggage was 
taken to the Hotel G & 
Chalet Royale, 10 metres 
from the main 
Veysonnaz gondola and 
which offers another 
stunning panoramic 
view of the mountains 
from its bedrooms. 

We made our way up a 
succession of lifts and 
skied down some wide flattering 
red slopes. Down into Siviez in the 
Valley de la Printse (one of the 4) 
and up to Greppon Blanc peak at 
2,700 metres with a breathtaking 
view down into the Val des Dix. 

At the peak is a signpost for 
lEteygeon, a free ride route where, 
when the snow is good, you can ski 
or board all the way down to the 
road that runs through the valley 
then catch a bus back into town.

But after three hours on the 
snow we were hungry and thirsty. 
One more run down from Greppon, 
we found Restaurant les Chottes - 
rightly famous in the 4 Vallees and 
not to be missed. A former cheese 
farm, the interior is replete with 
wooden beams and cowbells. 
Outside is an intriguing 
tunnel entrance in the 
wall of snow piled up at 
the side of the restaurant. 

On the huge sun-trap 
terrace we settled down 
with beers and Fendant 
and shared an Assiette 
Valaisanne (£22), a platter 
with locally produced 
dried meat, cheese, cured 
sausage and rye bread. 

I followed with the Roesti du 
Chasseur (£20), a Swiss classic of 
grated potato patty topped with 
cheese, bacon, tomato and egg. 

It's not exactly cheap, but is far 
less than you'll pay in Verbier. The 
scenery is priceless and it was a 
reluctant band that returned 
through the tunnel to retrieve our 
skis for the rest of the afternoon. 

There were still treats to come 
though. After checking out the

ramps on the snow 
park above Thyon 
(no one volunteered 
for a freestyle 
demonstration after 
our two-hour lunch!) 
we headed to the top 
of the Piste de LOurs, 
the custom built 
downhill race course. 

At 2.3km long, with 
a 51% gradient in 
parts, and two big 
jumps, it has hosted over 30 World 
Cup ski races as well as ski-cross 
and Paralympic ski competitions. 

We didn't quite manage it in the 
two minutes the racers usually take 
— there were lots of turns and the 
occasional rest but I'm blaming the 
roesti and beer — but it is fabulous. 

A quick gondola back up, then 
another red cruiser took us into 
Veysonnaz, with our hotel across 
the road from the lift station. 

It's a compact, sleepy village but 
for families with young children 
and those who don't require a 
techno drumbeat to wind down 
after a day on the slopes, it is just 
fine. 

The Chalet Royale has a large

STOP-OFF

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Hotel of the week

King’s Cross, London 


WHERE AND WHY 

Station hotels are usually busy pit stops and 
the travellers’ urgency can be more frenetic 
than the balls in a lottery tombola. 

But wedged between King's Cross and 
St Pancras, a sweeping Grade II listed building 
from the golden age of steam achieves the 
unlikely feat of perfect calm. On a weekend 
when 40,000 boisterous football fans were 
piling down to the capital for a big match, 
inside the hotel, silence was golden. 

Not once was the soundproofing among 88 
en-suite bedrooms penetrated by the tribal 
hordes' lively playlist, let alone the echo of 
platform announcements. 

There are four different categories, from the 
Couchette paying homage to the classic 
continental railway sleeper carriage, to the rich 
walnut panels of Edwardian rooms on the top 
floor, bespoke leather furniture in the Heritage 
chambers and opulent luxury of Victorian 
bedrooms celebrating the 
building's history. 

In our Victorian, the high 
ceiling made a generous 
double room feel airy and 
bright, and the Albion 
standalone bath tub was 
deep enough to go 
scuba-diving. All rooms 
contain USB ports, 
continental plug sockets 
and HD TV with Google 
Chromecast streaming 
option. And for 
connoisseurs of bathroom toiletries, the Malin 
+ Goetz range is nearer Harrods than corner 
shop in the pantheon of complimentary soap. 


ON THE MENU 
Named after the Flying Scotsman’s dining cars 
in the 19th century, the Plum + Spilt Milk is a 
brasserie-style restaurant illuminated by 150 
hand-blown glass lanterns. 

If the food makes you feel like the earth has 
moved, you're right: The black tables are made 
from cracked lava from Mount Etna. 

As alifelong pescatarian, it would have been 
rude to ignore a menu with intriguing seafood 
dishes, and the Dorset crab salad (£14) was 
lighter and fluffier than a hummingbird. 

For main course, it was posh fish and chips. 
At £31a head, the sea bream was succulent, 
the seared chalkstream trout was divine. 

The Portuguese house white, Esporao 
Reserve (£25), was quaffable and resplendent. 
Eton Mess (£10) was spot-on for dessert. 

For pre-dinner drinks or a nightcap, the GNH 
Bar's Belle Epoque interior is a decadent 
setting for cocktails.

40th anniversary of 

the raising of the Mary 
Rose royal warship 

It's 40 years since the Mary Rose, Henry 
VIll's favourite warship, was raised from 
the seabed off the coast of Portsmouth. 

During the Battle of the Solent in 1545, 
the vessel was part of an English fleet 
trying to stop French ships landing on the 
Isle of Wight, but sank before firing a 
single shot. 

The search for and discovery of the 
Mary Rose was thanks to the late 
Alexander Mckee, who in 1965, with the 
Southsea branch of the British Sub-Aqua 
Club, initiated ‘Project Solent Ships’ to 
investigate wrecks in the Solent. 

Using sonar scans, the team discovered 
a strange shape. Volunteer divers 
explored the area and the climax came 
when diver Percy Ackland found three of 
the port frames of the Mary Rose in 1971. 

The ship was then excavated before 
raising the hull in October 1982. 

Heavily televised at the time, it was the 
subject of documentaries as well as a 
Blue Peter TV special. The warship was 
then re-floated and is now preserved at 
the award-winning Mary Rose Museum in 
Portsmouth's Historic Dockyard. 

In the run-up to this autumn’s 
milestone anniversary, visitors are invited 
to become Time Detectives to learn more 
about the story via a ‘world first’ multi- 
sensory augmented reality game. 

Downloadable at home from the iOS 
App Store and Google Play Store, Time 
Detectives: The Mystery of the Mary Rose 
immerses players in the sights and 
sounds on board the ship almost five 
centuries ago. Visitors can use their 
mobile phone as a ‘magical spyglass’ to 
complete a mission for King Henry VIII by 
collecting clues. 

While the app can be used anywhere, 
when used in the museum itself, visitors 
also get to experience the smells of life 
back then, thanks to backpacks that 
automatically trigger scents. 

The AR game adds to the highly 
acclaimed 1545 - When Their World 
Ended, an audio-visual walk-through 
experience opened last year. maryrose.

Hummingbird! S 
surprise copycat 


Gardens are abuzz with the humming of one 
of nature’s most confounding creatures. 

Out of nowhere these Unfathomable 
Flying Objects materialise, all beady eyes 
and pulsating wings as they sip nectar from 
delicate flowers with their “beaks”. 

Little wonder that anyone witnessing 
these incredible aerobatics believes they 
have encountered the most accomplished of 
all avian flying machines - the hummingbird. 

Persuading friends that they haven't 
actually seen the world’s smallest yet most 
technically advanced bird hovering this side 
of the Atlantic has been a challenge these 
past weeks. 

Instead, they have seen one of the natural 
world's finest examples of convergent 
evolution - when animals independently 
evolve similar traits - in the shape of the 
hummingbird hawkmoth.

How the moth and bird can look similar 
illustrates the way animals can adapt to look 
like each other if they have similar lifestyles.

The taller ones provide vertical 
interest and rounded symmetry 
to mixed areas of planting where 
other varieties are grown for 
their massive pompom-like 
flower heads that are almost the 
size of melons. 

Look for the heaviest and 
largest ones for the best flowers 
and, as with other bulbs, plant 
them at a depth three to four times the 
diameter of the bulb. 

They are widely available as young 
plants for immediate effect, but this will 
be more expensive so plant bulbs from 
now through to November to allow their 
root systems to develop over winter.

The soil 
is still warm, which encourages 
root growth before winter sets 
in, and there's also 
s¢ sufficient 
moisture to 
hydrate them. By 
planting now, you 
@ give your plants a 
m head start so that 
~ by spring they are 
raring to go. 
For the same reasons, it's also 
a good time to lift and divide 
perennials which have become 
congested and need some 
rejuvenation. They won't all like 
division - for example, those 
with long tap roots, such as cow 
parsley - and it's best to leave 
those that are flowering now, 
such as rudbeckia, to spring 
division. When replanting 
divisions or new perennials, give 
them a good soak and keep 
them well-watered to help them 
establish.

» Aconitum Bressingham 


Spire’ 


The common name for this plant is 
monkshood, which is a pretty good 


description of the hooded violet 
flowers. It's a stalwart of the 
late-flowering herbaceous border, 
tall and elegant. 

But it does come with a health 
warning as all parts of the plants 
are very toxic if ingested and you 
should wear gloves if touching it. 

Grow in moisture-retentive, 
fertile soil, ideally in partial shade 


but it will do fine in the sun so long 


as the soil doesn't dry out. 
‘Bressingham Spire’ is a good 

compact variety growing to 3ft. 

Taller varieties may need staking.

Finally, it's time to take it back 
indoors before the nights get 
too cold.

Dementia: We all 
need to prepare 


Every adult should set up Powers of Attorney 


Why World Alzheimer’s 
Month is so important for 
our finances. 


This month is World Alzheimer’s 
Month and September 21 is World 
Alzheimers Day. It’s all part of an inter- 
national campaign to raise awareness 
and highlight issues facing people 
affected by dementia, which is one of 
the biggest challenges humanity has 
to deal with. Nearly 50 million people 
live with the condition worldwide. 

So why am I writing about this in a 
financial column? 

Well, in my book The Money Plan I 
talk about eight financial foundations 
we should all be aware of, three of 
which are essential and five optional. 

The three relevant to us all are our 
emergency cash, our will and our 
Powers of Attorney - and the latter 
two are not just something to think 
about when were older. 

I strongly suggest everyone over 18 
should have them: an accident or a 
condition like dementia can P P 


affect us at any age. 


Why this matters 


Once a person loses mental 
capacity, they are unable to 
make their own decisions. 

Once that capacity has 
been lost, a sufferer can't 
access their own savings or 
pension without the permis- 
sion of the courts. Ideally, they should 
have arranged a Power of Attorney for 
someone they trust to make financial 
decisions on their behalf which will let 
them legally do so. 

Alzheimers can accelerate at a rapid 
rate and the thing with rapid loss of 
capacity is that once it is lost, then it 
is too late for that person to appoint 
an attorney. It can also take weeks or 
months to arrange and register the 
relevant document with the Office of 
Public Guardian (OPG). 


Making arrangements 
There are two types of Power of 
Attorney: one for dealing with prop-

erty and financial matters, 
and one for dealing with 
health and welfare. In 
England and Wales these are called 
Lasting Powers of Attorney (LPAs); in 
Scotland, theyre Continuing Powers. 

A precursor to LPAs in England was 
the Enduring Power of Attorney (EPA). 

If executed before 1 October 2007, 
an EPA is still valid. But it needs to be 
registered on the onset of incapacity, 
which is a big drawback: EPAs cannot 
be registered in advance. 

An LPA, on the other hand, can be 
arranged at any time and must be 
registered before it can be used. 

You can complete forms for an LPA 
online at gov.uk, or you can use paper 
forms. A new online service for the 


attorneys we nominate has also been 
launched by the OPG. 

The Covid-19 pandemic created a 
significant increase in demand for 
LPAs and, according to the latest 
annual report from the OPG, there are 
currently over 4.7 million LPAs and 
EPAs on its registers. 

But given that the Office for National 
Statistics estimates that there are 
more than 52 million adults in the UK, 
there is clearly more to do to encourage 
people to take this important step. 

This month seems like an ideal 
opportunity to raise this important 
topic and show you how you can 
prepare everything in advance.

TEEN sensation Carlos Alcaraz will face 
Casper Ruud tonight for the US Open 
title - and the chance to become the 
youngest-ever world No.1. 

The Spaniard, 19, is already guaranteed 
to overtake his hero Rafa Nadal in the 
rankings. And tonight he can also 
announce a new tennis era of tennis 
domination with a first Grand Slam win. 

Ruud revealed he has been inspired by 
his fellow Norwegian, Manchester City’s 
Erling Haaland, and will also go to the top 
of the rankings with his first Major title in 
the winner-takes-all showdown. 

It is first time the two men have met in 
a Grand Slam final. 

But Alcaraz, the second teenage male 
to make the US Open final after Pete 
Sampras in 1990, has the chance to 
establish himself as the sport's new 
superstar for the next decade. 

Even American fans were cheering him

“That's great, but a manager losing 
it on the touchline can filter through 
to his players because you start to 
become rash. 

“If you're constantly berating the 
referee - and | know from experience 
- and slaughtering the officials, if 
there is a 50-50 decision then human 
nature says it's going to go against 
you. 

“The refs will think, ‘Hold on, you've 
been calling me all sorts, actually 
you're not getting this decision’. 

“Also, you start to annoy other 
teams, opposition managers, referees 
and the media. That’s where Marsch 
needs to be careful, that his actions 
are not to the detriment of his team.”

THE MAKING OF A LEGEND 


Baptism at Hartlepools Was legent Cloughie's most ‘difficu

BRIAN CLOUGH is remembered 
as the greatest manager England 
never had. 

But while Old Big ’Ead’s 
achievements with Derby County and 
Nottingham Forest are well 
documented - as are his ill-fated 
44-day reign at Leeds and a spell with 
Brighton — the 18-month stint he 
spent cutting his managerial teeth at 
Hartlepools United is often just a 
footnote in the great man’s career. 

Yet his time at the bottom of the old 
Fourth Division was the springboard 
for the incredible success he went on 
to enjoy alongside Peter Taylor. 

‘Tm not joking when I say that if! 
live to be 90 and stay in football for 
another 40 years, I will never 
experience a period so difficult and 
worrying as the one which finished 
this week” was Clough’s assessment 
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of his first season at Victoria Park. 
Clough had just spared Hartlepools 
— the letter ‘s' was dropped by the club 
in 1968 - the ignominy of applying for 
re-election to the Football League for 
the sixth successive summer. 

These were the days before 
promotion and relegation to and from 
the league was automatic. And no 
club was forced to beg for votes more 
often than Pools. 

A book about 
Cloughies initial foray into 
management, ‘Alchemy 
~ Brian Clough and Peter 
Taylor at Hartlepools United’, is 
published this month. 

Cloughs playing career had hinted 
at greatness. He scored 204 goals in 
222 league appearances for home- 
town club Middlesbrough before 
moving to Sunderland for £55,000 in 
the summer of 1961.

ALL ABOARD THE AGENTS’ GRAVY 


TRAIN... I'S UTTERLY OBSCENE 


WHETHER or not you think 
the £1.9billion that Premier 
League clubs spent in the 
transfer window is obscene, 
one thing is for sure. 

The £190million earned from 
those deals by agents is 
indisputably obscene. 

That is £190m sucked out of 
the game. 

The figure is a very, very 
educated guess - FIFA have 
released a snapshot report of 
international transfer activity 
which says agents fees have 
come in at an average of 9.9 per 
cent across all the deals. 

That would mean, for 
example, Antony's (right) agent 
Junior Pedroso could have 
pocketed around £8m from the 
Brazilians move to Old Trafford. 

Another agency is claiming 
to have been involved in that 
move... and no wonder. 

The FIFA report says agents 
earned an average of 6.1 per 
cent from a transfer 10 years 
ago, but that figure has now 


risen to that 9.9 per cent. The 
days of the Mister (and Mrs 
or Ms or Miss) Ten Percent 
are back. 

Yet, for years, we have been 
hearing how FIFA have been 
trying to reduce the influence 
of agents, particularly in a 
financial sense. 

Only last year, it was 
announced that agents would 
not be able to represent a player 
and a club in the same deal. 


Infamously, the late Mino 
Raiola represented all three 
parties in the deal that took 
Paul Pogba from Juventus to 
Manchester United and was 
reported to have made £41m 
from the transfer. 

And there are regulations 
about agents only being able to 
take three per cent of a player's 
salary. Fees for transfers are 
capped at 10 per cent. 

But that means they are still 


coining it in. According to 
FIFA, the total value of male 
player transfers in the summer 
was £4.36bn. 

And, on top of that £4.36bn 
figure, agents and 
representatives were paid 
£430.8m. Does it really matter if 
agents are paid gargantuan 
fees? After all, if the clubs feel 
they have to pay up to get the 
best talent, so be it. 

But the point is that it is 
eventually the supporters 
who will have to fund the 
agents. 

Clubs pay them and then get 
the money back from the fans, 
whether through tickets and 
merchandise, through TV 
subscriptions, through 
whatever. And the gravy train

for agents is showing no signs 
of being affected by the 
worldwide economic crisis - 
particularly on these shores. 

The Antony transfer was a 
record for a final-day deal. 

English football’s £1.9bn 
spend in the summer transfer 
window is also a record and 
contributed towards a huge 
increase in the value of all 
international activity. 

The total male transfer 
window value from this 
summer of £4.36bn represented 
an increase of 29.7 per cent on 
the previous year’s figure. 

And all this amid a global 
cost-of-living emergency. 

But, to some extent, the 
transfer fees are just big clubs 
circulating money among 
themselves. 

There is not much circulation 
from the agents. They just 
trouser the millions and then 
move on to the next deal.

NEW CHELSEA BOSS KNOWS HARD GRAFT

GRAHAM POTTER'S footballing 
backstory is a long one - but few 
Chelsea bosses would reference 
the M6 as playing a part in it. 

The new Blues chief took up the 
role vacated by Thomas Tuchel this 
week, confirming a star that has been 
on an upward trajectory for a decade. 

Success with Swedish minnows 
Ostersund was followed by a 
promising start amid the wreckage of 
Swanseas demotion from the Premier 
League — potential that was quickly 
spotted by Brighton. 

But, according to one of his pals, it 
was a 50-mile round-trip between 
Birmingham and Stoke that may have 
played as big a part as any in 
formulating Potter's ideas. 

As his friend, former Birmingham 
City skipper Ian Clarkson, said: “The 
first time I came across Graham was 
when he was playing for Coronation 
Star, an Under-16s side in a league in 
Birmingham. I was City’s captain at 
the time and I presented him with an 
end-of-season medal. 

“And, by the way, he never stops 
reminding me of that. 

“Eventually, he joined the club as 
an apprentice and we played together 
for a couple of years but I moved to 
Stoke and Potts joined me up there. 

‘At the time, there were a few ex- 
Birmingham lads - myself, Simon 
Sturridge, Paul Peschisolido and 
Micky Gynn, who won the FA Cup 
with Coventry. 

“There aren't many times that 
anyone can say they ve enjoyed a trip 
up the M6 from Birmingham to Stoke 
and back, but there was never a dull 
moment in our car-share. 

“The banter was flying around 
constantly and Graham more than 
held his own. 

“He wouldn't have been much 
more than 20, but he was a funny, 
witty lad - nothing like you see on 
those post-match interviews on 
Match of the Day. 

‘Tm convinced that the divergence 
of personalities and motivations of 
the players on that journey — we were 
all at different stages of our careers, 
don't forget - helped him. 

“Id be amazed if he didn’t pick up 
on the things we said, the way we said 
them and the contrasting emotions 
that we all had and he formulated his 
own ideas, Clarkson (below) added. 

“IT know he has a master’s degree in 
emotional intelligence. I think I'm 
right in saying he was taking a 
degree while still playing. 

“But one thing that’s 
always stood out — he was 
never afraid to go his own 
way. Even when we were 
younger he would say, IfI 
become a manager, I 
wouldn't do it like that’. 

“But he wasn't militant. He 
would toe the line and give the boss 
he was playing for what he wanted. 

“Now, I can see he was thinking 
about a career in management. Back 
then, I'm not sure I did see it. 

“Did I think he would end up at an 
elite club like Chelsea? No. 

“But then he probably didn't think 
Id end up as a teacher at Derbyshires 
leading prep school, either’ 

Ian Atkins, who coached Potter at 
St Andrew's and later managed him 
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while he was on loan at Northampton 
Town, said: “He was a very intelligent 
footballer. 

“Sometimes, I wondered just what 
Icould do to get a reaction from him, 
he was so laid back. 

“And I really admire the pathway he 
has chosen in his managerial career. 
Hes never craved publicity, either. 

“He’s done it through 

performances and results 
— not about shouting how 
»? ® good he is from the 
rooftops. He’ put in the 
© @ hard yards. 

“But he’s also put in 
the groundwork at 
university and abroad. He 
carries the demeanour of a 

foreign coach. 

“The expectation levels are 
different at Chelsea from Brighton. 
But he'll handle it, given time’ 

The last word has to go to Clarkson 
with whom Potter still remains in 
touch. 

He added: “When he was Swanseas 
boss, I had a free weekend and went 
to see them play Rotherham. 

“T could tell within five minutes 
that it was a Graham Potter team. 
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There was a clearly defined style 
and I remember thinking back to 
those conversations wed had back 
in the day. 

“But then, 
overthinking it. 

“He played for a few clubs and 
would have taken bits from all of 
the managers he worked for. 

“And I can say one thing for 
sure - he wont be ranting and . 
raving at anyone, that's not his style. 

“Hell have an answer for any \™ 
disgruntled player, it won't be a 
problem. 

“Theres a steeliness about him. I 
wouldn't take that calm exterior for 
a sign of weakness if I was in that 
dressing room. 

“He's been at both ends of the 
spectrum.

“He knows what it’s about. 

“Essentially, though, he’s just a 
decent bloke. He comes across as one 
— that’s what he is. 

“And, to be honest, I can't see a 
better English coach out there at the 
moment:

OF COURSE, Graham Potter had to 
take the Chelsea job... damn right 
he did. 

But I get why people are saying he 
should be wary of joining a club where 
there are clearly attachment issues to 
managers, where there seems to be 
major dysfunction in the board and 
dressing room. 

C'mon, though, this is football. Don't 
go to Chelsea because you may get 
sacked after two years? Youd never take 
any job as boss if you thought like that. 

It was just a year ago, towards the 
end of the delayed 2020-21 season that 
Brighton fans were calling for his head 
after they won only four of their last 16 
matches. I recall driving somewhere 
one night, and a radio phone-in was full 
of people saying he should be sacked. 

That's football. That's a manager's life. 

And you have to accept it - otherwise 
it’s pointless being in the game. It’s 
pointless having any ambition. 

Potter may have an archetypal 
English name and seem typically polite, 
but he'll have serious ambition, too. 

You can see that in his career. 

You could see it at Ostersund, where 
SSS 
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he took them from the fourth tier of 
Swedish football all the way into the 
group stages of the Europa League, and 
a famous win over Arsenal. That’s 
ambition - the same he’s shown in 
taking Brighton into the top four. 
Players are desperate to compete in 
the Champions League, so why not 
managers? Chelsea is that chance for 
him and, undoubtedly, he'll have the 
belief in himself to buck the 
trend at Stamford Bridge. 
You can't hide the fact that 
he's walking into a troubled 
club. I don't think the new 
owners covered themselves 
in glory the way they got rid of 
Thomas Tuchel and you wonder 
if they don't understand football. 

The dressing room looks a mess. 
Maybe that’s the fault of Tuchel (above), 
maybe not. There are a lot of big egos 
in there, and some of them seem to be 
butting up against each other. 

I didn't like the body language of the 
free-kick exchange between Reece 
James and Hakim Ziyech, which spoke 
volumes on issues Potter will inherit. 

I've already heard questions about 
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whether he'll be able to handle those 
big egos and win over players who seem 
to have the power at that club to get 
managers sacked. 

Yeah, maybe players of that level can 
accept a manager with the aura of a big 
name from his playing days more 
easily... initially. Yeah, maybe he doesn't 
come with a track record that makes 

them sit up and take notice. 
But, again, it’s never about the 
past in football employment. 
It’s always about what you 
can achieve in the future - 
and Potter will know that. 
Any big-name player can 
walk into a dressing room and 
say they're a manager, but 
players see through that bravado 
after a couple of months. 

They know if you've got it as a coach. 

They know if youre going to make 
them better, fulfil their own ambitions. 

As long as a manager knows what he 
is doing, they'll buy into it. Believe me, 
I've seen it in my own career... we can 
sniff out a fraud pretty quickly. 

Potter has shown at Brighton he can 
improve players massively and hes also

shown he knows the game, has 
refreshing ideas and is astute 
technically and tactically. 

How does he deal with a split dressing 
room, though? The answer is to go in 
there without preconceptions... really 
starting afresh. Loads of new managers 
say they do that, but they don't. 

They make assumptions based on 
team selections and biases from the 
previous regime. 

I know it’s a different level, but, when 
I went into Brisbane as manager, I really 
tried to make it a clean sheet and find 
out why players weren't in the team, 
understand them and give them a real 
chance. Only then did I weed out what 
I thought were the problems. 

I genuinely hope he succeeds - there's 
no doubt it’s a big appointment for all 
young English managers because in the 
top flight there's a tendency to overlook 
the merits of our own coaches. 

Talso hope he’s given time. Hes going 
to work with some of the best players 
in the world, but who currently lack an 
identity as a team. It doesn't happen 
overnight — as even Pep Guardiola and 
Jurgen Klopp will testify.

Here, Simon Mullock takes a look at the 
remarkable achievements of our sports stars 
and teams since Queen Elizabeth II came to 
the throne in 1952. 


1952: Harry Llewllyn, Duggie Stewart and 
Wilf White win Britain's only gold medal at the 
Olympic Games in Helsinki in the Equestrian 
Jumping Team Competition. 

1953: The Queen presents Stanley Matthews 
- later to become Sir Stanley - with the FA Cup 
medal he craved after one of the greatest finals 
in the competition's history. 

Matthews, the most famous player in the 
world then, seemed set to be on the losing side 
for the second time in six years when his 
Blackpool team trailed 3-1 to Bolton. 

But the winger then inspired the Tangerines to 
a fantastic comeback which saw them win 4-3, 
thanks to Stan Mortensen’s hat-trick. 

1954: Roger Bannister becomes the first 
man to run a mile in under four minutes. 

Bannister, a 25-year-old Oxford University 
medical student, had been warned that the 
feat was impossible and that he risked 
damaging his health by taking on such a 
challenge. 

But on the morning of May 6, at the Iffley 
Road track, he stunned the world by running 
the distance in 3mins 59.4seconds. 

Bannister was knighted in 1975. 

1955: England bow! out New Zealand for just 
26 in their second innings at Eden Park in 
Auckland - the lowest-ever Test score. 

1956: Jim Laker became the first bowler to 
take 10 wickets in an innings, as England beat 
Australia in the fourth Ashes Test at Old 
Trafford. Laker took 10-53 in Australia’s second 
innings to finish with match figures of 19-90. 

1957: Dai Rees captains the GB Ryder Cup 
team to victory at the Linderick Club in Yorkshire 
- the only defeat the USA suffered in the 
competition between 1933 and 1985. 

1958:Mike Hawthorn becomes Britain's 
first Formula One world champion. 

1959: lan Black becomes the youngest 
winner of the BBC's Sports Personality of the 
Year award at the age of 17 after the Scottish 
swimmer collected three gold medals at the 
European Championships in Budapest. 

1960: Anita Lonsbrough wins gold in the 
200m breaststroke at the Rome Olympics in 
a world-record time at the age of 19. 

1961: Tottenham become the first English 
team of the 20th century to win the League and 
FA Cup Double. 

1962: Ipswich, promoted the previous 
season, win the First Division title under 
manager Alf Ramsey, later Sir Alf. 

1963: Henry Cooper becomes the first man to 
knock down Cassius Clay in front of 35,000 fans 
at Wembley Stadium before being stopped in the 
fifth round by the heavyweight legend. 

1964: Ann Packer wins gold in the 800m 
at the Tokyo Olympics after being persuaded 
by fiance Robbie Brightwell, the 4x400m 
silver medallist, to run in the event. 

1965: Cyclist Tom Simpson becomes Britain's 
first professional world road race champion, at 
the World Championships in Spain. 


1966: Bobby Moore accepts the Jules 
Rimet Trophy from his Queen at Wembley as 
England become World Cup winners for the 
only time, beating West Germany 4-2. 

1967: Celtic become the first British team to 
win the European Cup by beating Inter Milan 2-1 
in Lisbon. 

1968: Ten years after many of his 
Manchester United ‘Babes’ were killed in an 
air crash at Munich, Matt Busby leads his 
club to victory in the European Cup Final as 
they beat Benfica 4-1 at Wembley. 

1969: Tony Jacklin becomes the first British 
winner of The Open golf championship in 18 
years as he triumphs at Royal Lytham. 

1970: Nijinsky, ridden by Lester Piggott, 
becomes the last horse to complete the Triple 
Crown by adding the St Leger to the 2,000 
Guineas and the Derby. 

1971: Princess Anne is crowned European 
Eventing Champion at the age of 21, riding the 
Queen's horse Doublet at Burghley. It is joked 
that her triumph was the first time somebody 
had bred both the winning rider and horse. 

1972: Welsh club Llanelli beat the mighty 
All Blacks 9-3 at Stradey Park.

Calgary. He finished last in both events. 

1989: Desert Orchid is ridden to Cheltenham 
Gold Cup glory by Simon Sherwood, in a race 
voted the greatest of all-time by the Racing Post. 

1990: Scotland win rugby union's Grand 
Slam for the third and final time.

ENGLISH cricket paid an 
emotional and moving tribute 
to the late Elizabeth II as 
international sport resumed 
in this country on a tear-filled, 
historic day in south London. 

As Charles III was being 
proclaimed the new King, thus 
confirming the end of the 
Elizabethan era, just few miles 
from where Jimmy Anderson was 
preparing to run in to bowl in the 
Third Test, a full and sombre 
crowd at The Oval was able to 
display their grief at the loss of 
their Queen. 

A mournful atmosphere envel- 
oped this famous old ground as 
thousands came to see the third 
day of the contest with South 
Africa - but more pointedly pay 
their respects to someone who 
had reigned supreme for 70 years. 

England and South Africa play- 
ers wore black armbands and 
attempted to show that cricket 
life was carrying on as normal in 
the history of a sport with such 
strong connections to The Queen. 

Incredibly she had been around 
long enough to witness three 
quarters of all the Tests played. 

While football shut down, 
cricket didn't - but it was cer- 
tainly no ordinary day. And those 
competing out in the middle 


knew they would be a side-show 
in the great scheme of things. The 
priority was to honour Elizabeth 
II the best way they could. 

It was a day of powerful emo- 
tion with Surrey CCC encourag- 
ing people to take their seats early 
while also ditching the fancy 
dress and restricting them to two 
drinks each - for good measure. 

Even the sun poked through 
the clouds to shine some appreci- 
ated brightness on a venue that 
lay just a few miles from where 
our monarch was brought into 
the world 96 years ago. 

New ECB chairman Richard 
Thompson defended the decision 
to recommence the Test while 
football bosses postponed all 
their fixtures for the weekend. 

He insisted: “It has been a 
frantic few hours. We instinctively 
felt it was inappropriate to play 
on the Friday so soon after her 
death and then again discussed 
whether we should play on the 


Saturday. 
“DCMS and 
Sport England were 


very supportive and 


honour with South Africa, 
umpires and members of the 
military observing a minute's 
silence that was accompanied by 
a single chime sounding from a 
bell struck by Irish Guards’ NCO

Tears welled up in some 
spectator eyes as soprano Laura 
Wright sang a new version of God 
Save the King.

There was also moisture in 
some of the players eyes as they 
belted out the anthem with more 
gusto than normal. 

Thompson insisted: “I think 
everyone choked up when God 
Save the King started. Hairs stood 
up on your neck and there were a 
lot of people crying” 

On the field, the crowd 
witnessed another crazy, frantic 
day of summer Test action with 
17 wickets falling.

But whatever the occasion, every step of the way, 
the Queen and Princess Margaret were the closest - 
and happiest - of sisters. 

A series of formal and informal photographs show the 
young princesses as they matured, blossomed and grew 
to take on the mantle of working royals. 

Just over three-and-a-half years separated them. 

A delightful snap from 1928 shows Elizabeth holding 
the handle of a watering can while placing a protective 
arm around toddler Margaret, who clutches a spade. 

They are back on gardening duty in another photo, 
with a corgi in a wheelbarrow and, this time, Elizabeth 
has the spade. That was taken in 1940. 

Family shots show them with grandmother Queen 
Mary and several capture the loving bond with parents 
King George VI and the Queen Mother, who is seen 
leaning out of a cottage window at Windsor, six months 
before her husband ascended the throne. 

And, when duty called, Margaret was at her big 
sister's side as Elizabeth made a broadcast to the 
children of the British Empire during World War Two. 

Throughout, the pictures reveal a common theme - 
these royal sisters had the strongest of bonds. 

Margaret died in 2002 at the age of 71. The Queen 
would outlive her by 20 years. But both will forever 
remain close to the hearts of the British people they 
loved so much. And who they served so well.

The image by the celebrated snapper 
marked the Queen Mother's 80th birthday 
on August 4, 1980.

War, charismatic Lieutenant 
Philip Mountbatten served 
with distinction in the 
Mediterranean and was even 
mentioned in dispatches. 

The couple kept in touch by 
letter when Philip served in the 
Royal Navy on the destroyer HMS Wallace. After the war, 
the pair were pictured at weddings together, including 
those of Lady Patricia Mountbatten and Elizabeth's lady- 
in-waiting, Mrs Vicary Gibbs. 

But the King and Queen did not want Elizabeth to 
announce an engagement until after her 21st birthday. 

In 1947, the future Queen and Duke of Edinburgh 
revealed they were to marry. And, as the first official 
photograph of their engagement shows, first left, the 
couple were besotted. Their love and devotion towards one 
another would grow and last for the rest of their lives. 

Their marriage in November 1947 was followed by a 
honeymoon at Broadlands, near Romsey, Hampshire. As 
they stroll arm in arm through the woods of the Broadlands 
estate, you can see they were meant for each other.

After the ceremony, Elizabeth and Philip - who was 
made the Duke of Edinburgh on the morning of the 
wedding - proceeded to Buckingham Palace, where the 
happy couple waved to the crowds from the balcony.

Prince Andrew was less than a year old

Nineteen years later, his sister Anne 
had become a mother for the first time, 
and her toddler son Peter Phillips was 
caught on the edge of the family photo. 

But it wasn’t only on holiday that the 
Windsors' tight bond was on view.

Markle tied the knot in St George's 
Chapel, Windsor, in 2018. The same year 
Andrew's daughter Princess Eugenie 
wed Jack Brooksbank. The Queen's final 
wedding appearance was in 2020 when 
Eugenie's sister Princess Beatrice 
married Edoardo Mapelli Mozzi.

“She always leaves a little gift or something in their 
room when we go and stay and that just shows her love for 
her family,’ the Duchess of Cambridge, now the Princess of 
Wales, revealed in an interview for the Platinum Jubilee. 

In a family snap taken by Kate, released in April last 
year, the Queen dandled a baby Louis on her knee on a sofa 
at Buckingham Palace, while she and Prince Philip were 
surrounded by seven of the newest generation of Royals. 

Prince William and Kate's two boys were joined by their 
sister Charlotte and cousins Savannah and Isla Phillips and 
Lena and Mia Tindall, Princess Anne's grandchildren. 

It was with William's brood that “Gan Gan", as Prince 
George nicknamed the Queen when he was two years old, 
seemed to share a particular closeness. 

And when Princess Charlotte was born in May 2015, Her 
Majesty was said to be “thrilled” that the baby was a girl. 

The three siblings took pride of place next to the Queen 
at the front of the Buckingham Palace balcony for the 
celebrations of her 70-year reign, where four-year-old 
Louis amused crowds with his reaction to the flypast. 

Like her little brother, Charlotte, seven, seems to not 
take life too seriously yet, having fun ‘conducting’ an 
orchestra at Cardiff Castle, Wales, while on tour in June. 

But Prince George looks to have grown up recently. The 
nine-year-old was every inch the monarch-in-waiting in his 
suit and tie at the Jubilee, standing to attention.
